Phantom escorts but neither was hit. The Phantoms then

The command said 
the incident took place in late morning one to two miles 
north of the DMZ and 39 miles southeast of the port of Dong 
Hoi. southernmost major city in North Vietnam.

the water district directors agreed to 
provide engineering and legal expertise in 
formulating requests tor state water. 
Stetson’s reference to Salsipuedes is not 
new. Richard Henning, who left office with 
the advent of Dunlap, went into the 
propo.sal in some depth a few years ago. 
The Bureau of Reclamation investigated 
the site as an alternative to that at the 
Narrows and .set it aside as unfeasible. 
Key to the controversy is the ultimate 
decision of the Board of Supervisors on the 
extent of a countywide tax rate to aid in 
repayment of the project construction 
costs Officials of the City of Lompoc and 


others have argued strenuously for the 
county to adopt the same fiscal posture 
toward the Lompoc Project as it ultimately 
establishes for the acquisition of state 
water.

.MATAGORDA. Tex. (UPD— Hurricane 
Fern fizzled into a driving rainstorm in a 
drift west before sunrise today, slamming 
into farms and fishing camps and setting 
the Texas coast awash. 
The season s first hurricane did little 
damage except to the land Tides whipped 
by wind gusts of 72 miles an hour flooded 
roads and rangeland. A tornado spawned 
by the storm skipped through the treetops 
at Texas City but did little damage. 
It was Matagorda, a village of 1.000 
population, 
fishing 
camps 
and 
beach 
houses, that took the brunt of Fern's punch 
before dawn. The town on the mouth of the 
Colorado River seven miles inland from 
the Gulf of Mexico had little warning. 
"Most folks were asleep. 
We didn’t 
know anything about it. " said William 
Carmichael, who owns a motel. "But we 
didn't have any trouble. The power and 


everything else is still on. " 
Police, sheriff’s deputies and storm 
volunteers 
slogged 
through 
the 
ram 
knocking on doors and warning residents 
and tourists that the hurricane veered from 
its landfall course during the night and 
rushed upon .Matagorda. 


"It caught us by surprise because we 
heard it was going into Galveston, " said 
Mrs. Alice Carlson, whose husband runs a 
fishing bait camp on the Colorado River. 
"My God I My trailer was rolling this 
way and that way. We didn’t move until we 
heard it was coming over Matagorda. " 
Mrs. Carlson said 


.As the eye of the hurricane passed over 
.Matagorda —about 80 miles southwest of 
Galveston —seagulls flew in a gray sky as 
if nothing was happening. Cattle in the 
fields barelv moved.

in Hong Kong 


Win at bridge 


NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Harvest Court at 216 Argyle 
Street is just across the road 
from the Kowloon police sta­ 
tion in Hong Kong. 
It’s a 
Chinese flat near one of the 
biggest resettlement districts 
m Kowloon. .And it’s the last 
place you would expect to 
hear, "You all come to see 
me for the best values in 
Hong Kong.” 
These are the words of 
Louise Ross, proprietor of 
the “ Living Room Boutique,” 
which is just what its name 
implies. Louise, an Ameri­ 
can, lives with her teen-aged 
son, Michael, in a completely 
Chinese-tenanted bui l di ng 
and in her living room she 
sells beautifully made knit­ 
wear, ivory pieces, jewelry 
and a medley of gift items. 
It’s not a street shop. The 
pace is homey and comfort­ 
able — tea, the whole bit. 
And the knits have conti­ 
nental styling. A m e r i c a n 
know-how and those great 
low Hong Kong prices. 
“ My living room.” Louise 
said, “ is like the crossroads 
of the world. 
You’ll find 
American Consulate wives, 
career girls from embassies 
throughout Southeast .Asia, 
wives of embassy officials 
from France. England, Can­ 
ada, Norway, plus the oe*ca- 
sional tourist who hears about 
me and hopefully dashes 
over to see if I have some­ 
thing in her size” 
The “ shop” is charming 
and chockfull of good buys 
but the story behind how' it 
all came about is a tribute 
to the courage of a divorcee 
with two children and little 
funds who cut her los.ses, left 


somehow inviting a woman 
alone didn’t appeal a f t e r 
awhile. 
“ Get a job?” she continued. 


“ Doing what — when for so 
many years I merely kept 
house, attended PTA meet­ 
ings, political l e c t u r e s , 
cheered at Little L e a g u e 
games and ran car pools on 
rainy days.” 
Mrs. Ross did try to get a 
job. But a good one wasn’t 
available for her in Cali­ 
fornia. 
“ You go tell today’s em­ 
ployer,” she said, “ as he 
coldly looks you over and 
mentally discards you. how 
bright and clever you were 
years ago. You could write, 
sketch, play piano. As a slim, 
vivacious girl you worked 
for this fashion firm, that 
perfume house, even Warner 
Bros, in Hollywood. And that, 
really, you were much, much 
slimmer.” 
Trying to adjust to what 
is gently described as “ a 
woman alone in her middle 
years,” was as thrilling to 
Louise Ross as a piece of 
wet bread. 
And she had 
finally had it. 
“ I thought to myself, what 
is the most way-out thing I 
could do at my age? And I 
did it. I turned my limited 
assets into money, sent my 
18-year-old daughter off to 
college, took my 13-year-old 
son and left for Hong Kong 
where I had visited with my 
brother who lived there, I 
told myself I had nothing to 
lose.” 
How does she feel starting 


her California home and set 
out to make a new life afte 
40 in a foreign country. She 
tells her story this way: 


“ In a youth-oriented world, 
where minis and bra-less 
bouncy bosoms got the jobs 
and the ol der men, what 
chance did a chubby, slightly 
used middle-aged mother of 
two have? 
Especially one 
struggling on limited money 
during inflation. 


“ I could have stayed on 
in the suburbs, more lonely 
than ever, listening to the 
sounds of laughter drift over 
backyard fences proving life 
goes on. Married friends con­ 
tinued to gather for cocktails 
and swimming parties, but 


a new life abroad, living on 
the edge of the giant enigma 
of the People’s Republic of 
China? What is it like to ex­ 
perience a whole new life in 
the British Crown Colony 
where capitalism and com­ 
munism live and work side 
by side? Where taking the 
ferry from Kowloon to Hong 
Kong “ second class” is a 
status symbol and only costs 
two cents in A m e r i c a n 
money? Where she’s the only 
foreigner living in a com­ 
pletely Chinese building and 
the kids stare and titter as 
she comes and goes? 
“ I LOVE IT !” she said. “ I 
have never regretted it.” 
The extraordinary richness 
and flavor of the Chinese 
culture are a never ending 
delight to this American. 


“ I ’m convinced this new 
recipe for living is delicious. 
Who knows by the time I ’m 
55 or 60— perhaps another 
diet—another c o u n t r y— 
maybe 
even 
another 
ro­ 
mance,” she said. 


Her 15-year-old son now en­ 
joys the best of two worlds. 
He likes his school. The King 
George V, he plays rugby 
and cricket, wears U.C.L.A. 
T-shirts, is active in Ameri­ 
can baseball, excels in guitar 
and singing American jazz 
at school and dances on 
local TV. 
Louise started out in her 
new home with a personal 
mail order business to ac­ 
commodate a few friends in 
the United States who wanted 
ivory carvings, chess sets, 
snuff bot t l es and so on. 
Through recommendations it 
grew and along with her new 
home boutique for fashions 
it affords her a modest liv­ 
ing. Her brother, a success­ 
ful Hong Kong manufacturer, 
helps her to obtain exclusive 
fashion merchandise. 
The total break with her 
former life has been like a 
shot of adrenalin. She looks 
younger and feels that way. 
How she picked herself up 
by the boot straps could be 
an incentive to many middle- 
aged women who. with fam­ 
ilies gone, feel that life is 
over. 
Maybe e v e r y o n e 
doesn’t have a handy brother 
in the Orient. But donning a 
determined thinking cap, and 
summoning up courage long 
unused, Louise Ross’s expe­ 
rience could point the way 
to a new and vital life in­ 
stead of despairing middle 
age.

One of the insoluble prob­ 
lems for those who use forc­ 
ing single jump raises is how 
to handle the jump from one 
to three in a minor suit. If 
the user is a writer he says 
the raise is forcing but is 
careful to avoid giving any 
e x a m p l e or specifying 
whether the bid is a one- 
round force or a game force. 


It is so much easier to use 
the single jump as a strong 
invitation and let the opener 
decide whether to go on. 
South opens one club in 
l i n e with the recognized 
principle that with 4-3-3-3 
distribution you should open 
one club rather than one 
spade. North gives a limit 
jump raise to three clubs. 


With 15 high-card points 
South feels justified in try­ 
ing t h r e e no-trump. He 
knows t h a t no guarantee 
goes with that contract but 
if you wait for guarantees 
you won’t do well in bridge. 
South wins the diamond 
lead in his own hand and 
has no trouble collecting 
nine tricks. In fact he will 
probably come up with 10. 
If North and South are 
using forcing raises. North 
has no way to respond to the 
club opening. Two clubs is 
an underbid—a forcing three 
clubs an overbid. 
If he takes the high road 
and does bid three clubs he 
gets to the right spot. If he 
just bids two clubs a game 
has b e e n thrown out the 
window.

WASHINGTON - (N E A) 
-If an international contest 
were held today to deter* 
mine which of the super­ 
powers had the most de­ 
fensive muscle, the I nited 
States would win—but not 
by much. 
But if the sam e contest 
were held a decade hence, 
the outcome might not be 
the sam e. 
This clear consensus is the 
result of a private survey 
made by this correspondent 
Defense 
In the ’70s 


in the course of a six-month 
studv of the American and 
Soviet 
military 
establish­ 
ments. 
Don’t be surprised if the 
old “ missile gap" returns to 
the headlines, because many 
military strategists have be­ 
gun to worry about it again. 
The facts, at the moment, 
are these: 


1. American m issiles are 
more 
accurate 
than 
the 
Soviet 
varieties 
and 
are 
more invulnerable to enemy 
attack 


2. American naval power 
is 
superior 
to the 
Soviet 
Union s, mainly because the 
V S Navv has had years of 
first-hand 
war 
experience. 
The Soviet navy has had no 
actual battle testing in 25 
years. 


3 The U.S. Army has also 
stood the test of battle for 
many years, a plus factor, 
but has also been dem oral­ 
ized because of Vietnam, a 
minus factor. 


4. The Soviet trend line is 
moving up at a steady rate 
in 
m issile 
building, 
sub­ 
marine and ship construc­ 
tion and in military space 
experiments. 
T h e 
growth 
rate 
in 
numbers 
and, 
in 
some cases, technology, has 
been greater than the U.S. 
rate. 
American strategists point 
out that the development of 
military technology in the 
Soviet 
Union and the ac­ 
companying 
research 
are 
moving ahead too rapidly 
for comfort. 
In most situations, how­ 
ever, the Soviet Union is do­ 
ing no more than catching 
up to the American position. 
No one yet knows where they 
will go when they do catch 
up, and by the time this is 
learned (the state of the in­ 
telligence arts being what it 
is), it could be too late to 
react. 
But what m akes many ob­ 
servers skeptical about this 
sort of information is that 


the country has been through 
the “ m issile gap " exercise 
before. 
For exam ple, in the 1950s, 
it was argued in very high 
places that there would soon 
be a bomber gap. Indica­ 
tions were that the Soviet 
Union 
had 
em barked 
on 
large-scale bomber construc­ 
tion. 
So the U.S. government 
ordered a hurry-up multi- 
billion dollar bomber pro­ 
gram to combat the impend­ 
ing threat. Except that the 
Soviet Union did not build 
the bombers. They did build 
m issiles. 
In 1960, Sen. Stuart Sy­ 
mington “ leaked 
inform a­ 
tion that the Soviet Union 
would soon s u r p a s s the 
United States in interconti­ 
nental m i s s i l e s and the 
“ m issile gap " was born. 


Again, the United States 
crashed into a m issile-build­ 
ing program . But the “ m is­ 
sile g ap " never developed, if 
it ever actually existed in 
the first place. 
And there w as 
Sputnik 
The Russians not only scored 
a clear space beat but also 
an 
education 
and 
propa­ 
ganda 
triumph. 
The 
tiny 
satellite demonstrated that 
the Soviet Union could do 
what the Am ericans had not 
yet done. The “ moon race” 
began and the Am ericans 
rushed to catch up and, ulti­ 
m ately, win the contest—at 
a cost not yet calculated. 
Once again, we are being 
warned of a “ m issile gap 
in the form of a new Soviet 
first-strike 
capability, 
the 
SS-9 ICBM and a possible îm- 


provement which 
m ay be 
off the drawing boards. 
Obviously, it is no wonder 
that many are skeptical of 
dire warnings about an im ­ 
pending m issile gap, espe­ 
cially when enunciated at 
budget times. 
As Herbert Scoville, for­ 
mer 
CIA 
deputy 
director 
told the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee, “ In essen­ 
tially all cases the threat to 
the U.S. deterrent is less 
than was estim ated in 1969 
and the United States al­ 
ready has program s in be­ 
ing, or available for rapid 
deployment if r e q u i r e d , 
which can insure the m ainte­ 
nance of a secure deterrent 
for the forseeable future.” 
If one follows the odds, 
then, it’s likely there will 
again be no “ m issile gap .” 
Military power not enough 


But the question rem ains: 
Can 
the 
U.S. 
government 
follow 
the 
odds 
when 
so 
much is at stake? Sane men 
rem ain cautious. 


If this government over­ 
reacts 
by 
building 
arm a­ 
m ents which turn out to be 
unnecessary, the American 
long-term defense posture is 
seriously 
w e a k e n e d . 
By 
spending 
billions 
on 
“ to­ 
day’s ” weapons, there is less 
to spend on long-term re­ 
search and development. 


If, on the other hand, the 
warnings are finally correct, 
the security of the country 
is seriously weakened. 


It is a dilem m a which this 
country is now facing. 
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WASHINGTON — <NEA) 
—The greatest threat to U.S. 
security 
in 
the 
next 
few 
years is not the Russian 
first-strike SS-9 m issile or 
the subm arine fleet. 
The 
clear 
and 
present 
danger, 
according to U.S. 
defense strategists, is the 
Soviet Union’s sharply im ­ 
proved techniques of poli­ 


tical, economic and psycho­ 
logical w arfare. 
The Krem lin’s political ac­ 
tivities in the Middle E ast 
and 
N o r t h 
Africa 
have 
strengthened 
the 
S o v i e t 
Union m ilitarily and have, 
at the sam e time, weakened 
the United States more ef­ 
fectively than a new genera­ 
tion of intercontinental bal­ 
listic m issiles. 
Not too long ago Europe’s 
southern 
flank 
w as 
effec­ 
tively protected by the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet in the M editer­ 
ranean and Air Force bases 
in Spain and North Africa. 


But today the fleet is neu­ 
tralized by a Soviet fleet 
and the m ajor bases are 
gone. If Moscow can nego­ 
tiate for air and sea instal­ 
lations 
along 
the 
North 
African coast and on M alta, 
West Europe’s soft under­ 
belly lies exposed. 


The economic perspectives 
to the problem are equally 
real. 
It the Soviet 
Union 
progressively controls or in­ 
fluences the important in­ 
d u s t r i a l , mineral-rich and 
strategically located coun­ 
tries of the world, it could 
even 
strangle 
this 
nation 
economically, without ever 


resorting to m ilitary action. 
The Russians could then 
move into other countries 
they covet with reasonable 
confidence that the United 
States would be unable to 
prevent them. The prizes, of 
course, are Western Europe 
and Japan . 
If this is accomplished, it 
is believed that the total bal­ 
ance 
of 
power 
would 
be 
shifted in favor of the Com­ 
munist orbit. This is why the 
United States goes to such 
lengths to hold tight its po­ 
litical and m ilitary ties with 
the NATO countries. 
A good exam ple of Soviet 


attem pts to shift the power 
balance is the Middle East. 
Iranian oil now moves by 
pipeline to Western Europe 
by way of the Soviet Union. 
Obviously Moscow can turn 
the spigot at its convenience 
and hope to nudge Europe­ 
ans into the Soviet economic 
sphere. 
And the new Soviet influ­ 
ence in other Middle E a st­ 
ern 
countries 
m eans 
that 
Moscow m ay soon be able 
to at least threaten to inter­ 
rupt the oil flow from other 
Arab countries. 
Soviet political activities 
in Africa. Latin Am erica and 
Asia could give the Com­ 
munists 
effective 
control 
over 
other 
strategic 
raw 
m aterials which, unlike oil, 
is of direct concern to the 
United States. 
Soviet m ilitary strategists 
have calculated that 92 per 
cent of the chrom e, 97 per 
cent of the nickel, 76 per 
cent 
of4 the 
alumina 
and 


bauxite and 88 per cent of 
the cobalt in a U.S. military 
aircraft were imported. 
Although the United States 
is a world leader in the pro­ 
duction of many raw m ate­ 
rials, it must go elsewhere 
for a number of items. 


This includes bauxite ( Ja ­ 
m aica, Australia and Suri­ 
nam ); manganese ( S o u t h 
Africa, Brazil, India, Gab­ 
on); potash (Canada, West 
Germ any); copper (Zambia, 
Congo, Canada, Peru) and 
tin (M alaysia, Bolivia, Thai­ 
land, Indonesia). Many of 
these nations are therefore 
critical. 


In sum, U.S. 
strategists 
have concluded that military 
power alone is no longer 
enough to contain Soviet ex­ 
pansion and, in fact, may 
even be detrimental to U.S. 
interests. This reasoning lies 
behind the administration’s 
defense 
budget 
hold-down 
(a $1.1 billion increase fpr 
fiscal 1972 from the $76.4 bil­ 
lion for 1971) and its new 
relationships with Romania 
and China. 
And when peace is at­ 
tained in I n d o c h i n a , it is 
certain that North Vietnam 
will be the object of intense 
diplomatic and economic at­ 
tention.

Power balances on technology 


WASHINGTON - ( N E A ) 
—In the curious arithmetic 
of the 1970s, it may mean 
\ ery little to the security of 
the United States if the So­ 
viet Union builds the most 
m issiles or assem bles the 
greatest warhead m egaton­ 
nage - all 
within 
certain 
limits 
What is critical is whether 
Moscow’s scientists achieve 
technological breakthroughs 
which could make it possible 
for the Soviet Union to pro­ 
duce radically new weaponry 
able to overwhelm Am eri­ 
can defenses. 
Concurrently, 
what

counts is whether the Soviet 


Union has the engineering 
capability and technical base 
to exploit the scientific ad 
vantage before the United 
States can develop effective 
counterm easures.

an expensive and inefficient

In other words, recovery 
from a loss of U.S. techno­ 
logical leadership would re­ 
quire enormous expenditures 
over many years.

The second service Kennedy has 
performed is through his com m ittee 
on refugees to m ake known the 
plight ot the hundreds ot thousands 
of 
V ietnam ese 
who 
have 
been 
wounded and m aim ed, driven out ot 
their farm s and villages and left to 
subsist in m iserable cam ps 
During 
the congressional recess Kennedy 


flew to India for a firsthand survey 
of the plight of the Bengalis — 
perhaps as m any as 8.000.000 — who 
tied from East Pakistan when the 
West 
Pakistan 
arm y 
adopted

scorched-earth 
policy 
in

down an alleged revolt. 
The statem ents Kennedy m ade
